The kashiras, fuchis, menukis, kozukas and tsubas are of particular 
interest representing as they do the highest skill of the Oriental chaser and 
worker in metals. 

The Swords and Daggers include a great variety of styles in various 
sizes and many fine blades beautifully etched, engraved, grooved and pierced. 

The Ivory and Wood Carvings include an unusually fine series of Net- 
sukes or Ornaments used to suspend the tobacco pouch from the obi or belt, 
which in point of variety and workmanship is probably not equaled by any 


other similar collection in this country.
